“Cards on the table” is a plan which has rare- 
ly been tried by utility corporations in dealing 
with the St. Louis public. Cards up their sleeve 
or beneath the table was the rule and practice 
in the formation and upbuilding of public util- 
ity concerns. They thrived by concealment and 
legerdemain, and it comes hard for them now to 
deal candidly. | 

The Public Service Commission, empowered 
investigate utilities and discover their inward af- 
fairs, was a necessary consequence of the chica- 
nery and concealment practiced by these corpor- 
Lations on the public and on the courts. “Cards 
en the table” is the vital principle of the com- 
mission. : 

Concealment, chicane, strategy are no longer 
clever in a utility corporation. The really shrewd

* — whenever the details of a 
poison cage are published in the daily 
papers, not only one but several cases 
of a similar nature will present them- 
selves in a few days. If the concerted 
action of the various newspapers could 
be obtained to refuse to publish the de- 
tails of a suicide, the manner and means 
employed, there is no doubt in my mind 
that a beneficial result would ensue.

Mayor Kiel yesterday vetoed the num 
erous bills increasing salaries in city 
departments approximately $100,000 a 
year, on the ground the financial strin- 
gency confronting the city made it ili 
advised to take such steps at this time. 
No measure was excepted from the 
veto, although 12 district assessors who 
cannot profit by the proposed increase in 
their pay during their term of office, 
had hopes they might persuade the 
Mayor to sign the bill. 

J realize the district assessors are un- 
derpaid and that unless the salary is ad- 
justed before April next year, it will be 
five years more before increases could 
be made effective,” said the Mayor, ex- 
plaining his action, “but the present 
force are all Republicans and it might 
cause the impression that I was willing 
to favor men of my own party over 
Democrats if I signed this bill while 
vetoing the others.“ : 

The offer salary bills affected city 
employes who are not classed legally 
as officials, and the proposed increases 
would have been effective 10 days after 
approval by the Mayor.

ENGINEERS TO BE HERE 


Men Who Have Built Dams and 
Canals Will Tell How to Im- 
prove Terminals,

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Armed 
forces of the United States were landed 
today at Guyamas and Empalme, both 
on the west coast of Mexico, and in 
the State of Sonora, which at present 
is under the domination of the revolu- 
tionists, excepting these ports. 

This fact ig cited as proof that the 
administration will not relax in its vig- 
llance during the parleying of the South 
American mediators. 


Almost at the hour the President de- 
cided to accept the offer of mediation, 
advices were received from Rear Ad. 
miral Howard, commanding the Pacific 
fleet, that he had landed bluejackets at 
Guyamas and Empalme. Details of the 
landing were not given. 

Guyamas is one of the largest ports 
on the Gulf of California. It is on the 
Sonora Railroad, which is the continua- 
tion of the Southern Pacific from No- 
gales, Ariz., south. Empalme is about 
ten miles from Guaymas and is the 
center of railroad activity in the dis- 
trict. 

The action of Admiral Howard in 
landing marines may not be accepted 
by the revolutionists as a friendly act. 
For months Guaymas has been under 
siege. Several times the revolutionists 
all but captured the place, and within 
the last few weeks entertained high 
hopes of taking the port. 

An attack by revolutionary forces was 
to be made within ten days. The re- 
mainder of Sonora is in the hands of the 
revolutionists. They wanted the sea- 
port Guyamas in order that supplies 
could be brought in otherwise than 
across the Texas-Mexican border. 

Rear Admiral Howard landed men 
from the cruiser New Orleans and the 
gunboat Yorktown.

FOR WAR WITHOUT TAX 


Money Can Be Raised on Certi- 
ficates of Indebtness and Pan- 
ama Canal Bonds. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—Nearly half 
a billion dollars, in fact $430,000,000, can 
be raised by the administration to fi- 
mance a war with Mexico, without ap- 
pealing to Congress to levy one cent of 
war taxes upon the people. This was 
the statement of the Treasury Depart- 

ment today. 

The money can be raised by the sale 
of $200,000,000 worth of certificates ef 
indebtedness, bearing 3 per cent inter- 
est and payable in one year, a power 
that Congress has conferred on the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

Two hundred and thirty millions can 
be raised by the sale of Panama bonds, 
which are now quoted in the money 
markets at 1 per cent above par. These 
Panama bonds have never been sold 
and their sale now would simply reim- 
burse the Treasury for moneys ad- 
vanced for canal construction.

PASO EXPECTS 
VILLA 10 BREAK 


WITH CARRANZA 


General Reported Displeased 
With Note His Chief Sent to 
Washington Goyernment. 


EL PASO, Tex., April 2%—Gen. Villa 
did not return to Chihuahua City today 
as he had announced he would, and the 
date of his departure is now declared 
uncertain. Carranza and Villa are said 
to be near the breaking point, the re- 
sult of Catranza’s note to Washington. 


There is a rumor tonight that Carran- 
za must either come over to Villa's sido 
or resign, and that this was put up to 
him today in the form of a plain spoken 
ultimatum. It is believed here that 
Villa is treating with the Washington 
Government direct and has gone over 
Carranza’s head in order to put himecif 
and his army in the right light with the 
President; that he has taken the send 
ing of the reply to the Secretary of 
State Bryan's request without consulting 
him as an insult. Neither Villa nor 
Gen. Angeles were taken into consulta- 
tlon when the note was sent to Wash- 
ington. 

Villa hinted at a break with Carranza 
in an interview issued through John 
Roberts today and reiterated it again 
this afternoon in a supplementary in- 
terview. 

“I who have been making war realize 
better than those who have had little 
or none of it (a slap at Carranza) what 
a terrible thing bloody war is and what 
an awful thing war between my own 
beloved muchachos and your brave boys 
in blue would mean,“ said Villa. “Ther 
would be no retreats and every man 
would die fighting. And who would 
benefit by this bloodshed? Would. my 
friends, the Americans, or my own boys? 
Neither. Only that drunken murderer, 
Huerta. I will have none of it; make 
that strong for me.“ 

“What of the Carranza message?’ 

“That was a great mistake, a terrible 
blunder that came near costing us ev- 
erything. But it is not yet time for me 
to talk of that. I must put myself and 
the men of my army in the right light, 
then I will discuss that in detail 

“Let the United States continue to 
blockade the east coast ports of Huerta 
and we will be in Mexico City and make 
him answer to us, the Constitutional- 
ists’ government of Mexico, for his 
crimes against civilization and his in- 
sults to the United States. I will see to 
this personally and nothing would give 
me more pleasure than to make him 
apologize sufficiently for the Insults 
that he has heaped upon my good, pe- 
tient friends, the United States wf 
America.” 

A hundred refugees came out of Mex- 
ico today and the hotels and rooming 
houses are crewded with then.

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AMERICANS SAVED 
IN TAMPICO RIOTS 
BY GERMAN FORGE 


Mexican Mob Attacks Southern 
Hotel Where Refugees Fear 
to Open Fire. 


GALVESTON, Tex., April %.—The 
Tampico situation has continued 80 sert 
ous, according to a wireless messago 
reaching here today that two torpedo 
boats yesterday were sent up the Pa- 
nuco River at Tampico to get Americana. 
Refugees arriving here from Tampico 
today said they were saved from rioting 
Mextcans early Wednesday morning by 
German sailors. 

The story of the riot was told by 
Americans on the collier Cycléps, which 
anchored in quarantine here this after- 
noon. The trouble started Tuesday night 
after the American warships at Tam- 
pico had left their positions near shore 
and steamed some miles out to sea in 
the afternoon. After dark bands of 
Mexicans began to parade the streets, 
shouting insults at Americans, who had 
withdrawn to the shelter of the princi- 
pal hotels in Tampico, the Imperial and 
the Southern. 

About midnight a mob, estimated at 
600, began throwing stones at the South- 
ern Hotel, where there were 0 or 3 
American women and 800 American men. 
William Hanson, a fofmer United States 
Deputy Marshal in South Texas, orgaa- 
ized the men, who had a few rifles and 
pistols, for resistance. 

The Americans, however, had so little 
ammunition that they did net dare open 
fire, fearing the Mexicans would kill 
them after their ammunition was spent. 

The mob.began pounding on the doors 
with clubs. One Mexican fired through 
a window, but no one was wounded. 
Capt. von Kopler of the German cruis- 
er Dresden, the refugees said, sent of- 
ficers ashore, notifying the mob that un- 
less they dispersed within 15 minutes 
he would land marines, The mod with- 
drew. 

German saflors then took the women 
from the Southern and Imperial hotele 
aboard boats to ships in the harbor. 
The men marched out. Some gave their 
suit cases to Mexican porters. A few 
of the suit cases, the refugées sald, 
were torn from the porters’ hands by 
other Mexicans, thrown upon the ground 
and trampled. There was some rioting 
at the Imperial Hotel also. The South- 
ern has been for years the headquarters 
for oil men in the Tampico district.

“The consulate was attacked at mid- 
night Wednesday, principally by boys in 
the crowd, which was not large. The 
consulate is on the second floor of a 
large building at the corner of Avenidas 
Juarez and Balderas. There were plen- 
ty of mueras,“ many windows broken 
by stones and the coat of arms over the 
foot stairway leading to the consular 
office was wrenched from its fastenings 
and carried away. They could not get 
the flag which was floating from the 
roof without entering the building, which 
none attempted to do. 

“T was asleep when roused by the 
clatter of stones and breaking of glass. 
I telephoned to the Inspection General 
de Policia and within 10 minutes a guard 
of gendarmes appeared and drove off 
the mob. I remained at the consulate 
until I left on Thursday night. 

“Tt was Wednesday night the mob 
completed the demolition of the Wash- 
ington monument, toppling it from its 
pedestal and dragging it about behind 
an automobile, finally dropping what 
was left of it against the Juarez me- 
morial in Avenida Juarez, just below 
the consulate. 

„At midnight Wednesday the Govern- 
ment took full possession of the cable 
office and ordered strictly that no 
American citizen be allowed to send or 
receive cables of any nature whatever. 
I tried to transmit personal cables, but 
they would not allow me. 

„There were some slight anti-Huerta 
demonstrations, but they were quickly 
checked. It seemed to be generally be- 
lieved that Gen. Rubi Navarette, who is 
an ardent partisan of Felix Diaz, tried 
to organize a quarteliza among the 
troops against Huerta.

WASHINGTON, April 25. 


HE arrival in Vera Crus of 
13 Arnold Shanklin of St. Louis, 
Consul-General at Mexico 
City, caused some comment here, 
as it had been announced the day 
before that he was to remain aft- 
er Charge Nelson O’Shaughnessy 
departed. 

The State Department explained 
this evening that the orders to re- 
main in Mexico City were tenta- 
tive, and that it was under in- 
structions from O’Shaughnessy that 
he left his post.

Corona 
replied: I regret I have no authority to 
take up any matter with you but I fanev 
he caught the point and I hope he may 
work it out to the benefit of the Amer- 
icans still in the city. 

“Unquestionably the belief and ex- 
pectation of the Mexicans and the Gov- 
ernment officials especially is that we 
are to advance on Mexico City. Probably 
they will be greatly surprised if we do 
not push onto the capital immediately. 
Public passions at the capital are like- 
ly to be inflamed by stories of what 
happened here during the occupation 
Tuesday and Wednesday, circulated 
upon their arrival by the Mexican refu- 
gees who left here by train last night.” 

Many Americans have been jailed at 
Cordoba and are in imminent danger 
of execution, according to reliable in- 
formation received here today by United 
States Consul W. W. Canada. He is 
arranging to send a messenger through 
the lines to Gen. Maas, asking clemency 
and their release. 


Among these prisoners are: W. A. 
Mangrum, superintendent of the Vera 
Cruz & Isthmus Railway; Elliott, an 
engineer on the line; Reilly and Hart, 
conductors; C. D. Herron, the secretary 
of the railway company, with his wife 
and three children; J. O. Cook, chief 
surgeon of the line; John Snyder, a 
conductor; J. S. Langston and wife, Ker- 
win, an engineer, and George McCumber 
and wife. 

Most of these Americans were arrested 
at Tierra Blanca by a detachment of 
soldiers who were on their way with 
prisoners to Cordoba, and stopped at 
the hacienda Matzoronga, and arrested 
Edward Wuench and his son, Sidney: 
A. W. Turner and Boyd. The last named 
is a British citizen. 

These cases are typical. There are 
scores of such arrests in other parts of 
Mexico from which Americans have been 
unable to get away.

NOGALES, Ariz,, April 25.—Hostile 
acts committed by irresponsible 
rebels against Americans in various 
parts of the interior of Northwestern 
Mexico became such today as to in- 
crease apprehension that the demon- 
stration might assume more serious 
aspects. 

C. L. Montague, American Consular 
agent at Cananea, rich copper min- 
ing town 45 miles south of Naco, 
Ariz, telegraphed to Consul Fred- 
erick Simpich that at 5 o'clock this 
evening a mob of rebels was con- 
gregating about the Consulate and 
speeches threatening Americans were 
being made. 

Urged by more conservative speakers, 
the mob finally dispersed. Consul Mon- 
tague put all his papers in an automo- 
bile and tonight started overland for 
the border, which he expected to reach 
about midnight.

The Sheriff at Duquesne called for 
help and at 3 o’clock this afternoon two 
automobiles loaded with American civ- 
Uians and a Lieutenant of the United 
States army started for Nogales over 
the 2-mile monutani road to the bor- 
der in the hope of capturing them.

George Frederick Baer for many years 
has been one of the most dominant fig- 
ures in American railroad circles. Fo: 
more than 40 years he has had an inti- 
mate connection with leading industries 
in Pennsylvania, and has been one of the 
chief guides of the destinies of anthra- 
cite coal mining and numerous allied in- 
dustries. 

Baer was born in Somerset, Pa., in 
1842. He quit school at the age of 13 
to learn the printing trade, entering 
the office of the Somerset Democrat. 
With his brother, he became owner of 
the paper in 1861. 

In 1862 he went to the front as captain 
of a company of volunteers, joined. the 
Army of the Potomac at the Second Bull 
Run and took part in engagements up to 
and including Chancellorsville, when he 
was detailed as adjutant-general.

He was admitted to the bar in 184 and 
removed to Reading in 1868. In 1870 he 


prosecuted an action for damages | 
against the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad so ably and successfully that 
he was made counsel for the company. 
He later became a director of the road, 
but resigned. He soon became an im- 
portant factor in many industrial and 
financial enterprises and especially in 
coal mining companies. 


For years Baer was, confidential legal 
adviser in Pennsylvania to J. Pierpont 
Morgan. He took a prominent part in 
the reorganization of the Philadelphia & 
Reading in 1893, and in April, 1901, was 
elected president of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Railway Co., Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal and Iron Co. and Central 
Railway Co. of New Jersey. It was 
estimated that his control extended 
over one-third of the anthracite coal 
output of the country. 

For years he took a leading part in: 
behalf of the operators in strikes in the 
anthracite coal fields.

He became known as Divine Right“ 
Baer because of a letter in which he was 
quoted as saying: The rights and in-

COLORADO STRIKE 


Ammons, at Demand of 
Women Who Refuse to 
Leave Capitol Until They

MINERS ‘AGREE TO 
OVER-SUNDAY TRUCE 


Today at Conferences to 
Settle Controversy Lead-

DENVER, Colo., April 25.—Gov. Ellas 


M. Ammons tonight at 9 o’clock by wire 
requested President Wilson to gend 
Federal troops into Colorado immediate- 
ly’ to compose, the strike situation: 

Gov. Ammons determined to ask ‘for 
Federal troops after an all-day meet- 
ing with women of the states who de- 
clared they would not leave the State- 
house until the Governor had complied 
with their demand that Federal troops 
be asked from the President himself. 

Telegram to President. 

The telegram to the President says: 

“Conditions in this State compel me 
to request of you that Federal troops 
be sent immediately into the State of 
Colorado for the following reason: 

“Since Sept. 23, 1913, there has been a 
general strike of coal miners through- 
out the major portion of the State of 
Colorado. The situation in the south- 
ern part of the State, in the Trinidad 
district, became 80 critical because of 
disorder beyond the ability of local au- 
thorities to control, that on Oct. 26, 1913, 
the State militia was called into serv- 
ice and sent into the field. One districr, 
which was particularly affected with 
the disorder, was approximately 80 miles 
in length, and the situation demanded 
all the militia that it was possible to 
secure under the conditions here in Colo- 
rado. 

“About one month ago, the trouble 
having apparently abated, the troops 
were gradually withdrawn until only a 
small number remained in the troubled 
district. Thereupon, the conditions im- 
mediately became greatly rae red, a 
vast amount of property am 
millions of dollars was 1 many 
lives were lost and we were compelled 
to return immediately as many militia 
as was possible. Armed men, in open 
defiance of law, are congregating from 
various portions of the State in the 
affected district. There are probabi¥ 
3000 armed men in open insurrection. 

“T have available 650 militiamen, with- 
out ability materially to increase this 
number. The situation has passed be- 
yond the ability of the State to control. 

Asks Infantry and Cavalry. 

“This domestic violence is the resuit 
of an industrial controversy between in- 
terstate organizations with headquarters 
outside of the State of Colorado. 


send forthwith to Ludlow, Colo., and 
to such other portions of the State as 
the commanding officer may deem nec- 
essary not less than one battalion of in- 
fantry and one troop of cavalry. 

»The Legislature of this State cannot 
be convened in time to meet this emer- 
lgency, and I therefore have the honor 
to make this request, as Governor of the 
State, pursuant to section 4, article 4, 
of the Constitution of the United States. 

“ELIAS M. AMMONS.” 

The delegation of women refused to 
leave the executive chambers until they 
had read and approved the foregoing 
telegram. They had declared they were 
not in sympathy with either of the 
warring factions in Colorado and that 
they were urging the Governor to call 
for Federal aid as the only effective 
means of putting down the strike and 
rioting in the State. After they had ap- 
proved the telegram, the women de- 
parted. 

When the several hundred women 
met in the capitol today to present to 
Gov. Ammons a resolution adopted at 
en’s Peace Society their demands 
were submitted by Mra. R W. Steele, 
wife of the late R W. Steele, Chief 
Justice of the Colorade Supreme Court. 
They included a request for Federal 
troops, withdrawal of the State militia, 
and investigation of charges against 
Maj. P. J. Hamrock and Lieut. Linder- 
felt. 


Mesage From the President. 
The women were insistent that the 


Governor send a second telegram to 
President Wilson relative to sending 
Federal troops into the strike zone, with 
the result that there was an exchange 
of messages: 

The Governor's message to President 
Wilson follows: 

“Conflicting reports as to action of 
the Cabinet meeting yesterday morning 
have been received here. What I would 
be greatly obliged to know, if we can- 
not control the situation in the South- 
ern Colorado coal field is, can we have 
Federal troops?’ 

President Wilson's reply follows: 

“Discussion at Cabinet meeting re- 
ferred to was merely for the sake of 
information.

Daughters Hear Exactions Mor- 
gan Demanded for Its Re- 
turn to Virginia. 


— 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—Corre- 
spondence between Gov. Stuart of Vir- 
ginia and J. P. Morgan concerning the 
will of Martha Washington, which is in 
Mr. Morgan’s possession, was read to 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, today, by Mrs. Willlam Cummings 
Storey. 

The letters show that the matter was 
opened by Gov. Stuart through W. L. 
McCorkle, president of the New York 
Southern Society, last March. In reply- 
Mr. Morgan said his only desire wa“ 
that the doeument should be placed 
where it could be best preserved and of 
most use to the people of the United 
States. Not considering the courthouse 
building of Fairfax County, Va., to 
which Gov. Stuart desired the document 
returned, and where the will of George 
Washington now is, as fireproof or ac- 
cessible to any large number of people, 
Mr. Morgan made two propositions. 

One was that the State of Virginia or 
Fairfax County place the original will 
of George Washington on exhibition at 
Mount Vernon and that if this were 
done he would present the will of Mar- 
tha Washington to the Mount Vernon 
Association for permanent exhibition. 
The other was that should the Virginia 
authorities not be willing to do this, the 
will of George Washington should be 
presented to the Library of Congress 
and that he would in turn present the 
will of Martha Washington to the nation 
for the same disposition. Neither of 
these proposals met with the approval 
of Governor Stuart.

Comptroller Williams Says 
First-Second National Will 
Have $4,000,000 Capital. 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—John Skel- 
ton Williams, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, announced late today that the 
First-Second National Bank of Pitts- 
burg would reopen for business next 
Monday with a new management and 
new Board of Directors. The capital 
of the reorganized bank is $4,000,000, with 

a surplus of $950,000. 

Comptroller Williams said: 

“The receiver is today turning over to 
the reorganized bank all of the assets 
and property in his charge. The Gow

since it closed its doors in July last, 
amounting to more than $12,700,000.”

AFFECT BUSINESS 


Robert Brookings’ Letter, Read 
to Senate Committee, Denies 
Seattle Statements. 


WASHINGTON, April %.—A charge 
that tolls on American coastwise vessuls 


passing through the Panama Canal 
would be an embargo on Pacific Coast 
lumber in Eastern tharkets in the inter- 
est ef Southern lumber was made today 
before the Senate Interoceanic Cana!ls 


Committee by D. E. Skinner, a lumber- 
man of Seattle, Wash. He declared the 
situation should not be viewed from the 
standpoint that exemption from tolls 
was a subsidiary to ship owners, but 
that imposing of tolls was an embargo 
on coastwise shipping through the canal. 
Senator Simmons introduced after 
Skinner’s testimony a letter from Robert 
Brookings, a Pacific Coast liumberman, 
who declared the imposition of tolls 
would have little or no effect upon the 
Pacific Coast lumber trade. Skinner, in 
reply, stated that Brookings’ mills were 
not located on harbors that could be 
used by vessels passing through the 
canal. 

The committee will conclude its hear- 


ings on the bill Monday, according to 
the present agreement. 

Legislation to facilitate the procuring 
of statistics of coastwise traffic that 
will pass through the canal when the 
waterway is completed was proposed in 
a tentative bill submitted to the House 
today by the Department of Commerce. 

“It will be a cruel discrimination 
against American coastwise ships to re- 
quire them to pay tolls when the ships 
of other nations will have their tolls 
paid from the public treasury,” said Sen- 
ator Gallinger today in a speech wor 
ing the repeal. 

Senator Gallinger urged adoption of 
his resolution which would par from the 
canal all foreign ships granted subsidies 
of given bounties in case Congress re- 
peals the tolls exemption provision ap- 
plying to American coastwise ships. 

Senator Poindexter today withdrew 
from the Congressional Record a letter 
from a New York organization opposed 
te the repeal of the free tolls provision 
which several Senators held infringed 
the Senate rules.

Poultry Problems Solved. 


Troubles With a Broodcr. 

Will you please tell me why my incu- 
bator chicks lose the use of their legs 
] when about 2 weeks old? 
Ground én the se@ond joint. I have a 
good run ‘cavered. with three inches of 
sand and dirt, with straw on top.—M. 
B., Kirkwood, Mo, 

The fault is probably not in the incu- 
hator. It js, in, same way, the fault of 
the. brooding. 4 Artificial, brooding is more 
difficult,than artificial incubation. It fs 
casier to hatch the chicks than to raise 
them. The difficulty in such cases as 
this is likely to be artificial brooding 
conditions that are too artificial, un- 
necessarily artificial. Such chicks are 
too much like hothouse plants. The 
Lrooder should not be regarded as % 
house in which the chicks are to be con- 
fined all the time. It is rather a substi- 
tute for the hen. The hen does not 
brood her clutch of chicks continuously, 
These chicks probably require more pure 
air, more freedom from the brooder 
The brooder may be kept too warm 
Erooders are more frequently kept too 
warm than too cold. 


Can you tell me what is the matter 
with my chicks? They are 8 weeks old 
and eat good. All at once several of 
them became weak in the legs and can 
scarcely walk.—M. S., St. Louis. 


Without more information than is giv- 
en in this question I should say that the 
difficulty is probably the same as that 
of M. B., Kirkwood. Maybe you are 
confining these chicks too closely and 
feeding them more heavily than they 
can stand. Be sure to give them a va: 
riety of feed and don't omit the green 
stuff regularly. 


Sponge-Shelled Eggs. 

Why do the shells of some eggs, after 
they are a few days old, become spotted 
and through a tester the shell looks 
like a sponge? The eggs are turned 
every day. Such eggs are seldom fer- 
tile. What wil] be the result of mating 
a cock with his own pullets?—C. C. M., 
St. Louis, 

I dont Know why this happens. I 
know that it does quite often, and I 
know that such egg are not usually fer. 
tap. though a few of them are. I have 
never seen an explanation for the con- 
dition named and I have no explana- 
tion to offer. If any reader has an ex- 
planation of this condition let us have 
it. The custom of mating a cock bird 
with his own pullets is quite common, 
especially among fanciers. The results 
should be good if inbreeding has no 
already been carried too far. In such 
mating the male and the females should 
have plenty of size and vigor. This 
practice in followed by breeders as a 
pert of the method called line breeding. 
In this way desired characteristics ar- 
more easily fixed in the progeny than 
if some nonrelated male bird of an 
cvtside strain is used. ‘Inbreeding has 
ways been common when the highest 
exhibition quality is desived, not only in 
teultry but in all kinds of livestock. 


Effects of Incubation Temperature. 
We placed 110 eggs in the incubator 
and got out 3% ohieks. In less than a 
week we had three left. Please advise 
us what to do. The chicks seem to be 
healthy, eat and drink well and in 
five minutes they get weak, stagger 
and fall dead. How long should the 
chicks be in the ircubator after they 
are hatched and what shall we feed 
them at the start? We fed them on 
chick food the first few days and was 
teld it was tca heavy for them. Now 
we feed them damp corn meal and drv 

bran.—Reader, St. Louis.

say that there was faulty incubation. 
The temperature may have gone too 
low. The vitality of the chicks may 
thus have been weakened, and the same 
Cuuse may account for the fact that 
many infertile eggs did not hatch at 
all. The disease mentioned is not one 
of the commonest chick troubles. In old 
fowls we call this apoplexy usually 
es used by too great heat, overfeeding, 
or both. The chicks were probably 
weak, and they may then have been 
overheated after hatching. You have 
not lightened the ration by changing 
fiom prepared chick feed to corn meal. 
I ¢hould strongly advise against feeding 
camp corn meal. The bran is all right. 
First-class prepared chick feed is not 
teo strong“ for chicks. In fact, there 
is nothing better. The chicks ordinarily 
should be left in the incubator until 
they are all hatched. It the hatch is 
very slow some of the first hatched 
chicks may be removed. Read carefully 
the instructions book that came with 
your incubator. 


Ege Fertility a Secret. 

Will you please tell me how to deter- 
mine the fertility of an egg before 
undergoing incubation? O. A. W., St. 
Louis. 

If there is such & process I have not 
heard of it. You can tell very soon 
after incubation begins, which is prob- 
atly what your informant intended to 
say. Candling the ess will determine 
after they have been in an incubator 
or under a hen three days.

Diarrhea. 

I would like to know how 
mouth rock hens of diarrhea 
St. Louis. 

If yon mean white diarrhea, - 
ably will not be able to cure = 
might try sour milk, as the Cornell Uni- 
versity authorities assert they have 
cured several cases with that, the acid 
in'the milk apparently killing the germs. 
Put 15 grains of powdered catechu in a 
sallon of drinking water as another pos- 
sibility. Remember white diarrhea in- 
fects the quarters, and is passed on by 
breeding. Clean up, give the hens plen- 
ty of exercise, and if no improvement 
results kill them.

Leg Weakness. 

I have 18 chicks, five weeks old, and 
in apparent good health. Suddenly one 
lost the use of its feet, but continues to 
eat. Mrs. S., St. Louis. 


From what you say about your feed- 
ing, it is likely that you have over- 
fed, and have not imposed enough exer- 
cise. You do not say what sort of floor 
you have for the chicks. A bare board 
floor often produces the result you note. 
and sometimes damp quarters or lack 
of vigor is the cause. These chicks 
should have some green food, a bit of 
meat and lots of exercise, provided by 
a scratching litter if they cannot get 
out on the ground.

11 IN LAYING 
RAGE MAKE FINE 
RECORD IN MARC 


White Leghorns From England 
Break All Previous Laying 
Records. 


By T. E. QUISENBERRY, 
Director ee Se Experiment 

The hens in the various egg-laying 
contest at the Mountain Grove (Mo.) 
Experiment Station laid 19,680 eggs in 
March, or an average of nearly 20 eggs 
per hen. This makes a grand total of 
49,869 eggs for the past four months, or 
an average of 47% eggs per hen for that 
time for all hens, good, bad and indit- 
ferent. The pen of s. c. white leghorns 
from England again broke the record 
for March or any single month’s record 
for the past three contests. They laid 
257 eggs in March, or an average of 
nearly 26 eggs per hen in 31 days, which 
was the highest record ever made by a 
single pen in a single month. The few- 
est eggs laid by any hen in the pen in 
March was 24 eggs. 

The best individual records made thus 
far have been made by a white wyan- 
dote pullet from Pennsylvania and a 
black rhinelander pullet imported from 
Germany, each having laid 99 eggs in 
four months. The best pen records made 
thus far by representatives from the 
diferent countries, are as follows:

Seven hens in the contest have never 
laid an egg. One hen from New Zealand 
went totally blind in a few weeks after 
she arrived here. I don’t mean that 
she lost her eyes by roup or anything 
et that, kind, but she simply lost her 
sight. Perhaps because of the starvation 
and effects of the hard trip were the 
cause. We discovered that her eyesight 
was gone and it seemed that she would 
almost starve: before we could teach her 
to eat and drink of her own accord. 
Today she is laying and is in perfect 
health and has learned the way about 
her pen so that she gets along about 
as well as a normal hen. She never 
goes on the roost, but she knows where 
to find her nest, feed and water. She 
is kept in a pen by herself. In moving 
about, she always turns to the right. 
She is from pen 6 and her name is 
Helen Keller. We believe we can keep 
her with as little trouble as any other 
hen. 

The highest averages have been made 
by the following varieties: 

All buff Orpingtons have averaged, per 
hen, 62 eggs. 

All buff: Leghorns have averaged, per 
hen, 61% eggs. 

All rose-comb reds have average, per 
hen, 60% eggs. 

All Anconas have averaged, per hen, 
60 eggs. 

All silver Wyandottes have averaged, 
ver hen, 551-3 eggs. 

All single-comb reds have averaged, 
per hen, 53 eggs. 

All buff Plymouth Rocks have aver- 
eged, per nen, 53 eggs. 

All single- comb white Leghorns havs 
averaged, per hen, 42% eggs. 

The 600 hens in the national laying con- 
test laid 12,291 eggs in March, or an aver- 
ge of 20% eggs each. 

The highest pen records are: 

Pen 06—-Single-comb white 
England, 867 eggs. 

Pen 47—Single-comb reds, Missouri, 711 
eggs. 

Pen I- White Wyandottes, Pennsyl- 
vania, 710 eggs. 

In the national 8. C. White Leghorn 
contest the hens laid 4839 eggs in March, 
or an average of over 17 eggs each. The 
highest pens for the four months are:

Some of the pens in the national 
utility contest have done extra well, 
others have made very poor records. 
We cannot understand the average of a 
little less than 16 eggs each. The high- 
est pens are: Pen 92, 8. C. Reds, Penn- 
sylvania, 596 eggs; pen 86, Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Michigan, 544 eggs; pen 
8. Barred Plymouth Rocks, Texas, 482 
eggs.

Capons Is Predicted 
‘ BANT 


Commission Firm Advises 
Poultry Raisers to Turn Their 


Attention to This Branch. 

A poultry commission house in a Mid- 
die Western city writes as follows re- 
garding capons: 

“From inquiries coming to our office 
in large and increasing numbers con- 
cerning capons we are led to believe 
that there is a rapidly growing interest 
in this branch of the poultry industry. 

“We verily believe that caponizing 
will, in time, become as general as the 
altering of cattle, sheep and hogs. Why 
not? There is as much difference be- 
tween the flesh of a stag and capon as 
between a ram and a wether; with the 
quality of the fowl so improved con- 
sumers will naturally buy more freely 
and pay higher prices. 

In more than 30 wears we have never 
purchased capons for less than 120 per 
pound and that price only for light- 
weights, while the general price is from 
150 to 18¢ for birds weighing from 8 to 
11 pounds. In the Eastern cities prices 


for capons are hi 5 5

people become better acquainted with 
the superior table value of the capon.

“While our markets of the Middle 
West are not fully developed along this 
line, there is promise of an increased de- 
mand not only here but in the gyal 
markets of the East. Very soon, we 
predict, the poultry packing houses will 
be seeking capons for their Eastern 
markets and the producers who can sup- 
ply 10 dozen or more capons, will be 
able to command the attention of buy- 
ers who will compete in price for large 
flocks of finished fowla”’

They Will Avoid Loss of Half of 
Flock, Save Temper and 
the Profits, Too. 

There is nothing to be gained by run- 
ning risks with rats. The sooner the 
chicks’. night quarters are made rat- 
proof the better. This lesson has been 
dearly paid for by many a poultryman. 
Few experiences of the poultry raiser 
are more annoying or exasperating than 


that of going to the poultry quarters 


in the morning and finding a dozen, or 
a score, or perhaps half a hundred 
chicks of various ages up to the feath- 
ered stage, lying about, their bodies 
partly gnawed and mutilated. 

Next to making the coops rat-proof 
the safest precaution to take is to see 
that no piles of old boards, posts, etc., 
are left lying about to furnish rat har- 
bors. If the floor of the poultry house 
is so near the ground that dogs and 
cats cannot easily get under, it will pay 
to raise the buildings and block them 
up higher so there will be no possible 
chance of rats burrowing under them 
where they will be unmolested. No 
poultry raiser can afford to take 
chances with rats. 


One of the most common reasons whv 
beginners in poultry raising make a 
failure of it is because they start on 
too large a scale. The safe and wise 
thing to do is to begin with a few birds 
and spread out as you become acquaint- 
ed with the ins and outs of the game. 


The sitting hen must be kept free 
from lice by frequently filling her plum- 
age full of lice killing powder or she 
will not sit well ard will not produce 
2 good hatch. 


As soon as the weather is permanently 
warm take the windows out of the poul- 
try house and put some wire netting 
in their places. 


Don't let the little chicks stop grow- 
ing for a single day.

The wonderful Jackson, Olympic 
1600-meter champion, the anchor man 
of the English team, was pushed to 
the Umit of human endurance by Me- 
Curdy of Pennsylvania, the two-mile 
intercollegiate champion, and fell 
into the arms of his supporters as he 
breasted the tape. 

Race Run in Rain. 

The race was run in a heavy rain- 
storm, and the time 18m. 5s, broke 
the four-mile record for the Pennsyl- 
venia race. The American and 
world’s record is held by Cornell, 17m. 
56s. The track was very heavy and 
experts believed it to be about five 
seconds slow to the mile. 

So close was the race between 
Jackson and McCurdy that it was 
several minutes before the spectators 
could learn who had won. The two 
men came into the home stretch 
shoulder to shoulder. Thirty yards 
from the tape McCurdy led by about 
a foot. Capt. Jackson made a last 
desperate effort to take the lead, and 
just managed to shove his shoulder 
ahead of McCurdy, who was close to 
the pole. In this way they ran amid 
intense excitement. When Jackson 
got the width of his shoulder in front 
of McCurdy he swerved slightly in 
toward the pole and the shoulders of 
the two men were almost touching, 
with Jackson's just in front. This 
was their position at the tape. 

As the two runners came down the 
stretch stride for stride, Pennsylvania 
supporters thought McCurdy would 
win. and excited spectators rushed on 
tho track. But policemen clubbed 
back the crowd and kept the way 
clear. Otherwise the two men would 
not have been able to finish. 


No Foul, Sullivan Says. 


As the two men fell across the line 
an excited spectator rushed at James 
E. Sullivan, the referee, and wildly 
protested that McCurdy had been 
fouled, but Sullivan waved him away 
and declared the English team the 
winner. There was not the slightest 
glound for a protest, the referee said. 

As the two men finished several 
thousand persons rushed on the track 
and surrounded the runners and of- 
ficials, and it was with difficulty that 
the winner could be learned. After 
the race Referee Sullivan said: 

“It was the mort wonderful finish 
that I have ever seen in a relay race 
in more than 25 years of athletics. 
Pennsylvania ran a great race against 
wonderful stars.”

Proper diagnosis is necessary before 
the proper remedy can be applied to 
any automobile trouble. The following 
directions for diagnosing engine trouble 


and the various symptoms by which 
such trouble may be identified are 
taken from the 1918 edition of Dyke’s 
Automobile Encyclodepia: 

Spark at the Right Time. 


The gas cannot be ignited regularly if 
there is not a good, hot spark at 
the correct time. 

Next, remember that ff an engine is 
not properly lubricated and cooled it 
will heat. 

Therefore, in summing up the chief 
troubles, we find that most of the trou- 
bles are due to ignition, carburetion’ and 
lubrication. 3 

The object of this digest or condensed 
form of troubles and remedies is to 
simply give you an idea what would 
likely cause certain troubles and what 
would likely remedy them. The reader 
will then decide which one is most likely 
the trouble. 

Engine Refuses to Start—Clutch Free. 

Look for ignition trouble: No spark, 
open switch, dirty spark plug or cracked 
porcelain, broken connection, vibrator 
blade stuck, switch plug loose, exhaust- 
ed battery; if starting on magneto, 
crank not turned fast enough. 

Look for gasoline trouble: Empty gas- 
Cline tank, gasoline valve cock closed, 
water in carburetor, carburetor needs 
rriming, float leaking and carburetor 
ilooded, if cold weather (see Chart 638) 
air inlet at carburetor needs adjusting, 
water in cylinder from a crack, mixture 
too weak or too much gasoline. 

When the engine refuses to start on 
being cranked eight or ten times, it is 
useless to continue; look for the trou- 
ble. 

In such a case, after being sure that 
the gasoline is reaching the carburetor 
and there is a spark. 

A cloth or cotton waste soaked with 
gasoline held at the main air inlet will 
termit the engine to get a charge, or a 
few drops may be squirted into the 
cylinders through the reliéf cocks. 

Do not crank the engine slowly—the 
faster the better. 

Engine Starts, but Will Not Continue 
to Run. 

Cause: (1) Storage battery run down. 
(2) Gasoline not flowing freely to carbu- 
retor. (3) Carburetor needs adjusting. 

Remedy: Try the other battery (if 
there are two) or switch on to magneto. 
(2) See if tap is turned on fully; see if 
gauge shows correct pressure at tank 
(if pressure system is, used); see if dirt 
in float chamber or pipes. Adjust car- 
buretor. Be sure spark is good. This 
is quite a common trouble in cold 
weather. (See Charts 63 and 216.) 

Dugine Will Not Run Fast. 

Cause: (1) Storage battery weak. (2) 
Trembler requires adjustment. (3) Ig- 
nition retarded. (4) Magneto requires 
adjustment. (6) Muffler choked. (6) 
Carburetor needs adjusting. 

Remedy: (1) Recharge the storage 
tattery. (2) Adjust trembler. (8). See if 
ignition lever works correctly. (4) Ad- 
just contact breaker. (5) Remove muf- 
fier and clean the tubes. Adjust carbu- 
retor; the chances are the carburetor 
needs adjusting. Be sure spark is good. 

Engine Stops Suddenly. 

Look for ignition trouble: Broken 
wire, missing spark plugs, loose con- 
nections on coll or wire broken under 
rubber insulation. 

Sudden stoppage is almost always due 
to ignition trouble, for gasoline trouble 
will stop engine more slowly. 

The sudden stoppage of the engine is 
caused by any opening of the ignition 
circuit that cuts off the current, like a 
broken wire. 
Abnormal Noise From Transmission 

Gear. 


Cause: (Other than due to unskilled 
changing of the gears)—Want of lubri- 
cation of gears in change-gear box or 
bevel. drive on back axle—Pinions dam- 
aged—Teeth broken or worn down-—Nut 
loose in gearbox and fouling gears— 
Clutch drum ef flywheel loose—Uni- 
versal joints on transmission shaft 
badly worn or damaged—Bearings in 
géarbox worn, allowing shafts to rock 
about—Sliding member of clutch out of 
alignment with cone (sets up harsh 
rating noise)—Wear of jaws of posi- 
tive clutch In gearbox.

The regular meeting of the Motor Ac- 
Cessory Trade Association was marked 
by a spirited discussion of credit ac- 
counts and of a lien law by which re- 
pair men can hold cars left with them 
for repairs and not paid for. Attorney 
Phil A. Sheridan said a car could not 
be held at this time on which a chattel 
mortgage had been executed, provided 
the holder of the mortgage chose to re- 
plevin it.

MEET IN MAY 


Gov. Major and Ex-Gov. Hadley 
Will Address Meeting in 
Jefferson City. 


At the Good Roads meeting in Kan- 
sas City, April 4, a small group of good 
roads advocates gathered from the dif 
erent parts of the State, to consider the 
general road situation in Missouri. 
Among others there were present: Coi. 
F. W. Buffum, State Highway Commis- 
sioner; Jewell Mayes, secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture; Judge J. M. Lown, 
Kansas City, president of the Old Trails 
Road Association; Roy F. Britton, St. 
Louis, president Missouri Highway As- 
sociation: Senator W. A. Alsdorfe of the 
National Highway Association; Charles 
W. Fear, Joplin, secretary of the Ozark 
Trails Association; C. F. Adams, Chilli- 
cothe; E. J. Hinshaw, Judge B. W. 
Shannon and Frank A. Davis of Kan- 
sas City. After discussing many plans, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“That those present form themselves 
into a committee to call a convention 
for organizing a State Better Roads 
Federation in Missouri, to federate in 
one organization; also associations and 
persons interested in the general im- 
provement of the roads of the State so 
as to foster and promote proper leg- 
islation and means of bettefing high- 
ways.” 

Under this resolution the convention 
was called to meet in Jefferson City at 
9 a. m. Thursday, May 14 The fol- 
lowing organizations all over the State 
will be asked to send delegates: County 
Courts, Highway Engineers, Farmers’ 
Granges and Unions, Good Road Organ- 
izations, Automobile Clubs, Automobile 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tions, Business Men’s Leagues, Commer- 
cial Clubs, Bankers’ Groups and Central 
Trades Organization. 

It is expected that this will be the 
most important road meeting held in 
the State in many years. It was the 
intention of the organizers to confine 
the business of the meeting to practical 
purposes, and to seriously consider the 
road needs of the State and the best 
practical methods of improving the high- 
ways. The meeting will be non-political 
and non-partisan, and Gov. Major and 
ex-Gov. Hadley have promised to at- 
tend and address the meeting. 
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GOOD ROADS TOUR 


For the purpose of encouraging the 
good road sentiment throughout Texas 
the Peerless Motor Car Co. and the Bar- 
rett Manufacturing Co. will conduct a 
tour throughout 55 counties embracing 
the southern, central and eastern por- 
tions of the State as far as the Okla- 
homa line. The total mileage will aggre- 
gate approximately 2500 miles, and the 
entire. trip will be made in a five-ton 
truck and a trailer of the same capacity. 

The party will comprise six or eight 
thoroughly experienced representatives 
of the two companies and will bé under 
the direction of S. M. Williams, Southern 
sales manager for the Peerless company, 
and S. S. Cunning of the Barrett Manu- 
facturing Co. C. E. Stromberg, a repre- 
sentative of the Woodward company of 
this city will accompany the party on 
the tour. b 

Sunday morning has been selected as 
the date for the start, and at that time 
the party will leave the St. Anthony 
Hotel in the two big trucks for the 
journey through the southern counties. 
Equipment including three tents to take 
care of the members when they go into 
camp. 

Stops will be made in all of the county 
seats and a series of stereopticon views 
will be shown of the good roads in the 
various states. A number of interesting 
views of the Medina dam will also be 
shown on the screen along with pictures 
of a trip through Old Mexico from the 
Rio Grande to the Isthmus. The party 
will halt wherever there are roads under 
construction to give demonstrations. 

In speaking of the trip Mr. Williams 
said that it was their intention to en- 
courage the various communities visited 
in the work of good roads improvements.

Mrs, Louisa Assmann of 8431 Franklin 
avenue, pastor of the New Thought 
Spiritual Society, was arraigned in the 
Dayton Street Police Court, yesterday 
charged with being a clairvoyant, and 
the case was dismissed by Judge San- 
ders. Mrs. Assmann told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that she never doubted

arrest, March 2, and told her every- 
thing would come out right. 

The case against Mrs. Assmann was 
worked up by Mrs. Edith French of 218 
Washington avenue, upon the solicita- 
tion of Lee Skiles, one of Mrs. French's 
roomers, who said Mrs. Assmann had 
exerted a strange influence upon his 
wife, and broken up his home while 
he boarded at Mrs. Assmann's. 


Mrs. French paid Mrs. Assmann a 
marked dollar March 2% for a seance 
and caused Mrs. Assmann’s arrest a few 
minutes later. When Judge Sandera 
found out that the prosecution of Mrs. 
Assmann grew out of Skiles’ domestic 
troubles he dismissed the case, and ad- 
vised Skiles to go into a different court 
to settle his matrimonial troubles. 

Spirit Likes Bright Colors. 

“I never worried about the case, 
Mrs. Assmann said. “My medium, in 
the form of an Indian maiden, appeared 
to me several times while I was in 
trances, and predicted that I would win. 
This medium appears in her native In- 
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laian garb and is very fond of bright 


colors, like yellow and red.” 

Skiles was chagrined over the decision. 
“When I was asked why I got into the 
case, he commented, “I had no busi- 
ness to tell the Judge it was because 
Mrs. Assmann had separated my wife 
from me. I ought to have told him dif- 
ferent, I guess. If I had told him it 
was to enforce the law, he might have 
made a different ruling. Mrs. Assmann 
has a strong mind, and I believe she 
worked on my wife, and broke up my 
home.“ 

Denies Making Trouble. 

When told of Skiles’ accusations 
against her, Mrs. Assmann said: “I 
am a peacemaker, not a trouble raiser.

Naturally this causes a furore. The next 1 3 Jesus 
speaks is at a church. The crowd around the church 
gets into a panic and there is danger of great violence 
when the clear, resonant voice of the novelists Jesus 
calms the multitude as the Jesus of Holy Writ calmed 
the tempest. Then the Master suddenly disappears. 
It is understood*that He has gone to New York City, 
but for several weeks nothing more is heard of Him. 

Upon His arrival in New. York Jesus goes at once into 
the slums and takes up His abode with the poor. His 
principal stopping place is in a sweatshop where people, 
among them a little girl, are making artificial flowers. 
Suddeniy one day He appears with this little girl in 
front of the massive columns of the United States Sub 
Treasury Building. A -great crowd of Wall street 
fmanciers gather around Him, as He takes His place 
before the Washington statue. The little girl is resting 
one band upon His shoulder and holds in the dther a 
small wreath of artificial flowers. 

The story of what took place in this great market 
place is told graphically in a letter by one of the prin- 
cipals. “Al anyone seemed te know,“ the letter went, 
“was that He was there at the noon hour holding the 
little girl in His arms, standing there by the statue, 
calm, silent, waiting for the hearing that He seemed

“When Jesus began to speak He immediately com- 
manded attention an account of His quiet but amazing 
knowledge of the most intricate transactions on the 
street.

He was 
talking about the little girl and her artificial. flowers“ 

The rest of His sermon is about sweatshops and con- 
ditions which make them possible. In trumpet tones 
He denounces mammon-worshipping until men’s faces 
blanch with fear as conviction of personal guilt steals 
into their consciences. One of the greatest miracids“ 
recorded in the story takes place at this moment. The 
writer declares the v newspaper men became so 
interested that they forgot to take notes! 

When the tension was at its greatest, a human cry 
rang out and a man, sobbing, pushed- his way through 
the crowd and at the speaker’s feet. The man 
is Clay Ross, one of the money barons of the country. 
From that moment Ross is 4 convert, a follower of the 
Master, even into the lowliest places. 

Apparently the New York newspapers did not share 
the Raymond Gazette’s scepticism. The World, the 
Times, the Tribune and the Sun acknowledge the 
stranger as Jesus and comment e@itorially upon what 
his second coming should mean. News headlines print 
simply the words “Jesus Is Here!“

Héw Far Away Even the 
Nearest of the 
Stars Are 


HERE are twenty stars of the first 
magnitude—that is, stars that 
appear brightest to the naked 
eye. Of these only fifteen are 

ever visible in northern latitudes, writes 
Dr. Frederic Campbell in the Scientific 
American.

Alpha Centauri, also 
visible only in the 
Southern Hemisphere, 
is interesting to us 
only because it is the 
nearest star to the 
earth. It is inherent- 
ly twice as brilliant as the sun. 
Others of the most brilliant are 
Altair, equal to twelve suns; 
Pollux, equal to 125 suns; Ca- 
pella, equal to 300 suns; Antares, 
2000 suns: Rigel, 4000 uns 

How far away from us are these 
stars? Who has not asked this 
question, and who has not been 
lost, in wonder at the answer! 
Because of their enormous 
distance their size cannot be 
measured, it can only be 
eatimated from their brilliance. 
Dr. Campbell says that “Arcutrus” 
has been thought to have a diam- 
eter 100 times that of our sun, 
which in turn is 108 times that 
of the earth.” 

To express their distances in 
miles would mean nothing to 
nine-tenths of people. Canopus, 
for instance, is about 3,000,000,- 
000,000,000 miles away. Such 
figures are beyond the compre- 
hension of most of us: Their 
hugeness can better be under- 
30 stood by expressing them in 
| terms of light. Light travels 
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186.320 miles in one second. Our 
sun being 92,894,000 miles dis- 
tant, it takes its light 499 see- 
onds, or about eight and a half 
minutes to reach us. The nearest 
of all the stars, Alpha Centauri, 
is so far away that it requires 
four years and four months to 
send us its light. 

“Sirius,” says Dr. Campbell, “is 
twice this distance, and is the 
third nearest star to earth, to 

which its extraordinary bril- 
liancy is to be referred, rather 
400 than to its size or inherent

“What these distances mean is made 
clearer when we learn that, to travel 
to the nearest of all the stars, namely, 
Alpha Centauri, at ‘the rate of 60 miles 
an hour, would require 49 million years, 
with an extra 100,000 years disregarded.” 


Some idea of the remoteness of these 
stars may be had from a glance at the 
table that runs down the side of this 
article, a table adapted from one by Dr. 
Campbell. The figures are those of 


light-years, that is they represent the 


number of years that it takes light 
travelling 188, 320 miles a second to reach 
the earth. The relative distances of 
the stars being indicated by their per 
‘tions on the scale.

“Maison a Grad- 
ins,” or House of Terraces, bids fair to 
become the prevailing type of the future. 
Its construction is set forth in detail in 
the latest issue of l'Illustration. 

This original idea takes for its start- 
ing point a very simple financial con- 
sideration. Theoretically, to obtain the 
maximum revenue from capital invested 
in the construction of an apartment 
house,.one must build over the entire 
surface of the land purchased, and to 
the greatest height possible. In practice 
it is impossible so to proceed. To 
secure sufficient light and ventilation of 
rear rooms, the street regulations in 
Paris require open yards of an area pro- 
portionate to the height of the buildings. 
Moreover, buildings on public ways are 
limited by law to a vertical height of 
20 meters (65 feet). even on the broad- 
est streets. This limit falls to 15 meters 
for streets only eight meters wide. Above 
this height the construction may be con- 
tinued only on a receding slant, thereby 
adding a sixth and occasionally a seventh 
story, more or less in the style of Man- 
sard. 

One may build even higher by begin- 
ning the construction at a greater dis- 
tance from street line than is normally 
required. Thus surface area is lost, but 
the possible stories are multiplied, light 
is increased and economies in excava- 
tions, building materials and roofing are 
made possible, so that there is gain, or 
at least compensation in this method. 

To that possible solution, however, 
MM. Sauvage and Sarrazin have pre- 
ferred an absolu new arrangement: 
the stories, beginning with the second, 
are made te rise in steps, each set far- 
ther back than the preceding one, and 
presenting the general appearance of a 
monumental stairway, “broadening the 
street” with each succeeding story. These 
ledges are used to make terraces, each 
about seven feet wide. Two feet of the 
width are sacrificed for corbels, along 
which are set long rows of flower boxes 
and jardinieres in pottery. Excepting the 
suite on the ground floor, each four- room 
apartment thus has a terrace about 55 
feet long, where children may play in 
the open air amid shrubs and flowers, 
without danger even on the sixth floor. 
These successive recesses considerably 
increase the light which enters the apart- 
ments and reaches the street. On either 
side of the new “step-house” the Rue 
Vavin now gets the sun an hour longer 
than the neighboring parallel streets, 
which are themselves equally wide.

By looking more carefully at the 
designs. one may discover that these ob- 
stacles have been foreseen by the archi- 
tects. To the anterior recesses, posterior 
projections have been arranged to cor- 
respond, so that the front rooms have an 
even 25 feet of depth for all eight floors. 
At the ninth they have nearly 20. As 
for the surface utilized, what is lost in 
room width is more or less retrieved by 
gain in height. 

Although the “step-house” was not car 
ried out in construction exactly as it was 
at first conceived, it was built at a cost 
which makes possible a reduction of from 
25 to 30 per cent in the usual rent of 
similar apartments. This result is due 
ip part to new processes of construction 
and several wise economies. 

The architects have conceived the plan 
of forming the several persons who de 
sire to live in any given apartment house 
into a co-operative society. The tenant 
thus becomes a shareholder; and in con- 
sequence a co-proprietor. He has a right 
to a proportionate reduction in his rent. 
For example, a man who subscribes $1000 
will be entitled to a reduction of $50 
In fact, he will get his rooms for noth- 
ing, if 350 be the rent of his apartment.

Al€xis Carrel of the Rockefeller Institute of 
aoa Research announces he has successfully per- 
formed upon the hearts of animals. 

Dr. Carrel is the scientist whose epochal achievements 
ect fn original fields of medical research won for bim the 
“ay tae gay im 1912. Relating his newest feats in heart 
* surgery at the recent convention of the American Surgi- 

cal Association in New York, he held breathless and 
spellbound an audience including some of the most fa- 


Harvard University and Dr. Franeis C. Wood of New 
oy "The ‘operations which he described “would have „een 
aoe * — from amy —— but the conditions 
iat, which they were carried om were such as to aston- 
ih the scientific world. A ciroulation was suspended 
by the simple but audacious means of applying large 
clamps upon all the blood. vessels entering and leaving 
tho heart. It wae necessary to complete each operation 
within two and a balf minutes, the longest period during 
which it was thoucht exnedient to restrain the heart in 
idieness.- Bach operation was performed through an 
opening in the wall of the heart only one and one-half 
finches in length. Finally, the air which was unavoida- 
bly admitted to the heart during the operation was 
drawn out with @ vacuum pump. 

The operation was performed upon eight dogs during 
last Octeber and November, Dr. Carrel stated, and six 
of them dre today in nomal health. One of the ¢ gs 
had reached the mature canine age of eight years. Two 
7 ‘died, one of pericarditis after a few days. This was 
ascribed to the fact that the technique was not accurate- 
ly followed and the heart was handled without rubber 
gloves. The other dog died on the operating table of 
Horte contraction of the heart, whieh was also attributed 
to an error in technique. 

Dr. Carrel was scrupulous in impressing upon his 
‘auditors that these heart operations were still in, the 
strictly “experimental stage; that they had been per: 
formed upon dogs only; and that they were not yet ap- 
| plicable. to, human beings. He asked the journalists 
webe were present to make their reports conservative, lest 
tte hopes of human sufferers should be unduly exalted. 
1 “Mi work is experimental,“ he said.

oS — these two sentences, taken from the 
ti vestisstor's manuscript, indicate significantly his hopes 
dor the future: 
1 “As it is the object of these operations that they may 
22 be ultimately applied to human surgery, it was primarily 
necessary to accumulate about the operative procedure a 
number of factors of safety. 

“Tt is to be hoped that this technique may by degrees 
be applied to buman surgery, and it is not at all impos- 

_ sible that some day surgeons will be able to cauterize 
lesions of the valves and repair them as easily, or almost 
as easily, as we do today in our experimental opera- 
tions.” 

Dr. Carrel's paper was entitled “Experimental Opera- 
tions on the Orifices of the Heart.” Despite the rather 
technical language, the following guotations make thrill- 
ing reading even for a layman: 

iim the course of experiments made in 1913 and 1914 
an attempt was made to develop techniques by means of 
which plastic operations on the pulmonary and the aortic 
orifices of the heart could be performed without danger. 

“It Is not sufficient that a plastic operation be possi- 
ble; in order to be practicable it must also be not danger- 
ous, and, in order not to be dangerous in the cases of pa- 
tients whose hearts may already be in a weakened con- 
dition, it is necessary that this technique be entirely 
innocuous in animals of good bealth. An attempt was 

therefore made not only to perform operations on the 

_. opifices of the- heart. but to perform these operations 
without danger to the animal. 

the arresting of the circulation of the heart has al- 

5 ready been performed in many different ways by vari- 

_. ous experimenters. We ourselves have used all possible 

methods of stopping the circulation through the heart. 

Finally we adopted the method of clamping en masse

cardium, but the incision of the e was large 
enough to permit of the easy introduction of one of 
the edges of the forceps under the pedicle. The forceps 
was a large Doyen forceps, the edges of which were 
covered with rubber. 

“When the above-mentioned precautions were taken it 


was possible to clamp the pedicle of the heart for two 


minutes and a half without apy subsequent trouble. As 
soon as the clamp was removed the heart resumed its 
pulsation, and after a very short time the pulsations 
were in very regular. In no case were there any 
accidents or was there any need of massaging the heart 


‘when the interruption of the circulation did not exceed 


two and one-third minutes. This probably allows of 
a considerable margin-of safety, and it weuid doubtless 
de possible to prolong the operation’ a little longer with- 
out danger to the animals. But two and one-half min- 
utes appears to be sufficient time for the performance 
of several operations on the valves. 

“The valves were generally exposed by an incision of 
about four centimetegs made half on the pulmonary 
artery and half on the ventricle of the heart. 

“The opening of the ventricle: or of the pulmonary 
artery and the aorta is always followed by entrance of

air into the heart. When the pulmonary artery and 
ventricle were opened no special care was taken to 
empty the heart of air at the conclusion of the opera- 
tion. The quantity of air is probably very small, and 
the air emboli (bubbles) produced in the lungs are not 
dangerous. No accidents have ever been observed after 
the entrance of air into the right lung. But the intro- 
duction of air through the aorta into the left ventricle is 
very much more dangerous. 

“It was therefore necessary for the safety of the op- 
eration to eliminate the possibility of such a complica- 
tion. This could be done by aspirating the air contained 
in the heart by means of a large needle introduced into 
the ventricle and connected with a vacuum apparatus. 

“This operation was performed rapidly just before 
the removal of the clamp and the re-establishment of 
the circulation. It takes a little time and slightly com- 
plicates the operation, but it seemed to be essential to 
the safety of the operation. 

“Several kinds of operations were performed. The sig- 
moid valves of the aorta were exposed and cauterizedé 
The pulmonary orifice was cut after the wall had bees 
patched with a piece of vessel preserved in cold storage 
The sigmoid valve and the pulmonary orifice were ex-

the bleed vessels entering and leaving the 


operations such as should be made in case of inflamma- 
tion, stenosis (contraction) or dilations of the opening 
would be possible. 

“The purpose of these e was to show how 
extensively a plastic operation on the heart can be 
made without danger to the life of the animal, and they 
have succeeded in showing that during two and a half 
minutes comparatively complicated operations can be 
made inside the heart, and also that interruptions of the 
circulation for a space of two and a half minutes are not 
dangerous at all. it has long been known that interrup- 
tions of very much longer duration can be made and 
that the heart can recuperate. 


“It is undeubtedly possible to perform more compli-’ 


cated operations than those we have performed in these 
experiments, The results are being published at the 
present time merely to show that plastic operations can 
be performed on the heart without danger.” 

Dr. Carrel aleo read a brief paper on “The Technique 
of Intrathoracic Operations.” He told how technique 
has been perfected to such an extent that there is now 
but little danger of operations performed within the 
chest being complicated with pleural inflammation. 
Formerly, pléurisy was a common and expected compli- 
cation of such procedures because of the direct contact 
of outside air with the delicate membrance of the lungs 
as soon as the chest cavity was opened. 

Dr. Carrel has been able to do away with this painful 
and dangerous complication by rapidly introducing sterile 
Si towels through the external surgical wound and 
covering the pfeural membranes with them. In this 
manner filtered air only reaches the membranes, and 


such infectious material as may be floating in the at- 


mosphere cannot get to the pleura. The towels, more- 
over, act as absorbents, and take up such fluids as may 
develop in the course of the operations, and which it is 
desirable to have removed. 


French. Airmen Fly 8, 150,000 Miles 
in One Yedr 


HAT aviation is on the verge of a tremendous 

step forward is foreshadowed in the figures, 

recently ‘published by the French Aero Club, 

on the flights made in France during 1913. 

In fact, the distance covered there by the airmen is 

almost inconceivable. Furthermore, these figures may 

be relied on as official, and have been * ee 
compiled. 

In 1913, says the statement, no tewer than 8,150,000 
miles were flown by French airmen, as compared with 
The former dis- 
tance in other words, is equivalent to 300 journeys 
around the circumference of the earth. French aviators, 
too, spent 133,800 hours in the air in 1913; whereas the 
total in 1912 was 39,000 hours, last year’s figures repre- 
senting 5575 days or nearly 15% years. During 1913 no 
fewer than 23,600 cross-country journeys were made, as 
against 9100 such journeys in the previous year. 

It must be remembered, too, that this is only a frac- 
tion of the flying done in Europe. Both German and 
English airmen have been making tremendous sstrides, 
and while the total mileage in either country is prob- 
ably inferior to that of France, thé sum total of the 
three would amount to a staggering figure. 


Altitude and Energy. 


WO members of the Academie des Sciences have 
° made an interesting study of the effect of 
high altitude upon muscular effort. By repeated 
observations they found that at sea level a 
squirrel confined in a rotary cage made 6700 turns of 
the wheel a day. They took the animal to the summit 
of Mont Blanc, at which height (15,782 feet) it made 
only 900 turns. When they brought it down to sea 
level again, it made 5000 turns. 

The experiment shows that the fatigue felt by moun- 
tain climbers is not caused wholly by the exertion of 
climbing, although that is important. The case of the 
squirrel, which was carried without any exertion of its 
own to the summit of a lofty mountain, shows that the 
lessened atmospheric pressure and the smaller supply 
of oxygen are enough in themselves to diminish muscu-
